deal with the Chinese portion of our population 
_ has been one of deep interest to all concerned.in

tenance of a satisfactory standafd of civilisatio 
The difGeulty is no new ore, and here, as in 
many other ands where the same trouble has 
arisen, various methods of relief have been tried, 
all of which, however, may be said to be merely 
tentative, and to only touch the ‘fringe of this 
import nt problem.
